RIOT AT SANTIAGO. 
Two Persons Killed and Several Others 
Wounded. 
By Western Associated Press. 

R10 JANEIRO, August 27.—A dispatch from 
Santiago, the capital of Chili, July 5lst, says 
serious riots occurred in that city in conse- 
quence of the popular discontent at the con- 
duct ofthe war.

A New Schedule Made by the 
Cigar Manufacturers,

Naming the Prices Per Thousand at which 
the Strikers May Work. 


A Largely Attended Meeting of 
the Coopers. 


Full Text of their Contract and 
their Demands. 


A meeting of the cigar manufacturers was 
held this morning at 10:30, at No. 209 Market 
street, to consider the present troubles in the 
trade arising from the strike, and devise some 
unanimous course of action. Twelve gentle- 
men responded to the call, representing the 
follewing firms of cigar manufacturers:

Some ditlic ulty was experienced in selecting 
a chairmen aud sccretary,but finally Mr. Fred. 
Oppenheimer presided und Mr. 8. W. Vogel 
performed the secretarial functions. 

Mr. Oppenheimer explained the object of the 
meeting. 

Mr. Bott advised a compromise with the 
strikers. 

The chairman said that, comparatively, only 
a few cigars were madein this city. He saw 
no reason for the strike, as the same prices 
were paid here as in Eastern cities. 

Mr. Coan remarked that the cigar-makers 
had given as a reason for striking the fuct that 
some manufacturers were pay.ing les3 than 
others, and lower prices. The strikers stated 
that Mr. Oppenbeimer and Mr. Vogel did this. 

The Chairman replied that he made one kind 
of cheap cigar, for which he paid four dollars 
athousand. Those hands were kept on a sep- 
arate floor from the regular cCigar-makers. 
There was no money for himin that class of 
cigars, but he was @bliged to sell them to catch 
the other trade. 

Mr. Ury proposed that the ‘‘bunchmaker’’’ 
system should be introduced here for the 
nitking of this Cheap sort ot cigars in the same 

lannerasin New York. The trade should be 
kept here, 

Mr. Oppenheimer remarked that ‘*bunch- 
makers’’ were very scarce in st. Louis. He 
had tried girls on those goods but it didn’t an- 
swer; the re were continual complaints. 

Mr. Bott was personally opposed to low 
wages. Ifacigar-maker was a good work- 
wan he ought to get $5, because a good man 
could not Inuke more than 1,800 
a week. There were different § classes 
of cigar makers, good ones and bad ones, fast 
ones und slow, and some were good for noth- 
ing. ‘There are also.three clas:es of manufac- 
turers; one that retuils bis goods, another that 
retailsand basacity trade, and another one 
that works altogether outside of the city. He 
claimed there should be—he believed there 
shouid be differences inthe manufacturers as 
well as the workmen. but a good, steady 
workman could not make more than 1,800 
cigars a week, and, at $5, be can’t make more 
than $9, and a good many 
couldn’t make more than 1,200 or 1,300.

Broer & Co.’s name was signed by the secre- 
tary,as that gentleman had left the meeting, but 
had given in bis adhesion to the scale of prices. 

The prices agreed to, especially on the clear 
seed ciznr, are a considerable advance upon 
what the workmen have been receiv- 
ing. For instance, for the 4% 
they have been paid at some establishments 
$4 und at others $5. Now the price is advanced 
to $6, and about the seme proportion is ob- 
served throughout. 

The terms may be considered as a compro- 
mise. They tall far short of what the 
strikers demand. They ask, for instance, $7 for 
4% clear seed, and so on, and about 
a couple of dollars more on seed and 
Havana and cleur Havana. The strikers 
also demand that no difference 
shall be made inthe pay ot mould and hand- 
work. 

Mr. Coan made a motion that a committee be 
appointed to wait on the cigar-makers, but it 
was unanimously voted down. The mecting 
then adjourned sine die. 

During the proceedings the discussion was 
carried on in a spirit of tairness and im- 
partiality. There was evidently a disposition 
on the part of the manufacturers to meet the 
men and pay as fair wages as the competi- 
tion in the trade would allow. hey 
betieved the figures am as og were liberal, and 
were inclined to believethe workmen would 
accept them.

Resolved, Thatin order to ‘assist the cigar- 
makers in the strike, we agree not to purchase 
cigars contained in a box not beariug this 
brand. 

Mr.John Hanna stated that Mr.Sheppenkoet- 
ter was endeavoring to obtain coopers to work 
in bis shop, requiring them to sign a contract 
similar to the one drawn up by the strikers. 
It was also stated that Mr. Sheppenkoetter had 
a contract with the Camp Springs milis to tur- 
nish them barreis and for this reason he was 
desirous of the return of his old hands to their 
former places. 

Two or three members thoughtjthat Sheppen- 
koetier’s men should be allowed to go to work 
but would not insist upon the meeting taking 
such action. 

One speaker warned the strikers of the result 
of Sheppenkoetter’s men going to work; that 
if they did so others would follow their exam- 
pie, and the position of the strikers would be 
the same assit was a tew days ago, when ail but 
tbree shops were running.

The Oriminal Oourt Passing 
into Mr. Finn’s Hands. 


Judge Laughlin Declines to Pass 
Upon the Law, 


Only Inquiring Into the Sheriff’s 
Bond. 


The last stronghold of Marshal Mason, the 
Criminal Court, was Virtually carried by Sheriff 
Fin this morning. 

Judge Laughlin, upon taking the matter up, 
stuted that he bed no intention of passing upon 
the validity of the lawin question, that asthe 
Court of Ciiminal Correction and the 
Provate Court had already t1ecognized 
Mr. Finn’s authority, f would be introducing 
confusion to bave a double set of officers at- 
ti nding to the courts. Judge 
Laughlin stated, however, that there 
was a question in his mind as to 
whether or not the Sheriff should give addi- 
tional] bond, or a new boud, or whether the old 
bond was sufficient. The question will be ar- 
sued to-morrow. 

The Sberiff claims that no new or additional 
bord is requisite, as the old bond is condi- 
ticned for the faithful performance of his dn- 
ties as Shenff, and if itis a part ot the Sheriff's 
duties to serve the processes of the Criminal 
Court then the bond coverseverything. What 
view Judge Laughlin willtake willbe known 
to-morrow ,dDut it is a foregone conclusion that 
the Shenff will be put in possession of the 
court.

Now, my fellow-citizens, it appears to me 
that men who are not in sympathy with the re- 
viving prosperity of the American people are 
not insympathy with the general interests of 
the American people. [Applause.| Still I 
must confess thatI feelforthem. For, a great 
many years ago, when thecholera had been 
ravagving in some parts ot this country, I 
met a cholera doctor, who sold med- 
icine forthat particular disease. When the 
cholera disappeared he was the unhappiest 
man in the land, ‘‘for,’’ said he, ‘‘how shall I 
now get rid of ny remedies?’’ [Great laugh- 
ter.| And +o itis with the inflation Democracy 
oftbis State. When dDusiness is reviving and 
prosperity is setting in, how shall they get rid 
of their greenback medicines, I should like to 
KnOW? {Great laughter and cheers.] Many of 
them do already admit thatthe people on the 
whole are beginning to feel well, but they say 
that they must fee! better; and in ordet to feel 
better, itis necessary tor them to take their 
remedies. That reminds me of a warning that 
was once written upon a gravestone, telling 
the story of the man who lay undem it. What 
wasthatinscription? ‘‘l wus weil; I wanted 
to be better; I took medicine, and here I jie.’’ 
(Cheers and laughter. } 

‘* FOUR NEIGHBOR, JOHN SHERMAN.’’ 

In speaking of the success of the refunding 
scheme, he used the following language: 

Let me sayto you, fellow-citizens of Ohio, 
that the conversion, in such enormous quan 
tities, of national’ indebtedness into bonds 
bearing lower interest, is a financial achieve-

that? lt was our end: avors and our success in 
returning to specie payments. [{Applause. | 

The untulfilled predictions of prophet Ewing 
were thentully shown up to the audience, 
clearly stamping bimasa_  ‘‘false prophet,’’ 
if notaconsummate demagogue, who goes 
about wildiy declaiming on a subject about 
which he has only a smattering of knowledge, 
and depending upon the ignorance or willful 
blindness of his party followeis for swallowing 
his doses of folse logic. Inthe speakei’s own 
words: Now, my fellow-citizens, I ask you 
if that man, standing at the head of a great po- 
litica] party, bearing its standard in a struggle 
like this, must havean immense idea of the 
stupidity of his profound constituency, if he 
dares to address arguments to them?

And Iwas told to-day that 
some of the Democratic orators and their chief 
had shown themselves largely capable of this. 
Let me say to you that the appeal to the hatred 
of the poor against the rich is the véry last re- 
sort of the most desperate demagogues. 
(Long-continued applause. | 

There may be countries in this world where 
the power of the rich and of those who are 
privileged by birth, and who are so hedged in 
by legal provisions that the prejudice against 
their prerogatives may be well quthorized; 
but, my fellow citizens, look atthis land of 
ours, where no barrier of previlege separates 
the different classes of society; where honest, 
invidual effortis hampered neither by legal 
discrimination, nor by prejudice; where, 
every day, you see children of millionaires who 
have become paupcrs, and where you see mer- 
chant princes who were rocked in a poor man’s 
cradle. Why, in a country like this, to insti- 
gate the hatred of the poor against the rich, is 
blasphemy against the institutions of the Re- 

ublic; against the interests of the people. 

Prolonged applause.] The youngest of those 
who sit here before me remember that a poor 
rail-splitter, from Illinois, and a poor tailor, 
from Tennessee, became President of this Re- 
public. {Great applause.}] Then you remem- 
ber that only a few years ago one became Vice- 
President who had beena mere cobbler in Mas- 
sachusetts. |Applause.} Look at the array of 
our Governors; ot our distinguished states- 
men; how many of them have risen from 
origins so obscure that you can scarece- 
ly trace them. Why, there is not 
a single working man in your factories who 
knows whether his son will or will not be the 
foremost man of them all in position and dis- 
tinction; and there is nota millionaire to-day 
who canteil you, to acertainty, whether his 
son will rot be obliged to blacken your boots 
for a living. peomanees and applause.| Here 
to excite the hatred of the poor against the 
rich, Why, it is an insnit to the people, none 
the less ridiculous because it is abhorrent, 
andit oughtto be repelled by every self re- 
specting man with scorn and indignation. 
{Loud applause. | 

During his aiscussion of the financial que3- 
tion, Secretary Sclurz had taken occasion to 
read an eatract from General Ewing’s Lancas- 
ter speech, in which he (Ewing) states that the 
Government should control the volume of the 
currency. At its close, Dr. Lawrence, of Bos- 
ton, who, with his wife, has been for some 
time at this place, discussing the muney ques- 
tion from an ultra-inflation standpoint, inter- 
rupted the speaker with ‘‘Sound!’’ Thereaf- 
ter, Mr. Schurz, atevery favorable occasion, 
would commend certain pointstothe careful 
consideration of ‘‘the Democrat immediately 
before me who exclaimed ‘Sound,’ a littie 
while ago.’’ 
_ In conclusion, the speaker made the follow- 
ing 

RECAPITULATION. 

Now let me sum up whatlI have said. 

How does the Democracy stand to-day be- 
fore us? They have made prophecy after pro- 
phecy which have come to naught. They 
prophesied, most emphatically, that specie 
payments would be impossible; and resump- 
tionis accomplished.

There you have an advo- 
cacy of the doctrines of governmental power so 
monstrously undemocratic that no true Demo- 
crat cantouch them for a moment. And all 
this is supported by arguments which betray 
anignorance so gross and vile and so glaring 
that the merest tyro in finance should blush 
for shame ofit. |Applause. | 

Nowl ask you, my dear triends, how does 
the spectacle presented by your party solel 
make you feel? Have you any self-respect? 
you have, can you support your party leaders 
nacourse so foolish and at the same time so 
ruinous. Do you reaily insist upon making your 
party prominently ridiculous as wellas con- 
temptibie in the eyes of mankind by supporting 
sO mean a policy? Will you suffer it to beeeane 
permanentiy known as a party opposed to 
your country’s honor, to your country's pros- 
perity? If not, my Democratic friends, then it 
seems to me high time that you should a 
diate those leaders who have betrayed you into 
a course so lameartabile as this. 

Now, don’t quiet your consciences, for I 
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in this State, which 
I trust is already written in the stars that 
you neverran, nor will |great laughter and 
applause]—if you SHOULD succ in this 
State, thegmischief would not stop here, 
for if you did succeed, one thing is cer- 
tain: The senseless inflation movement wouid 
receive, trom that very success, anew impulse 
of life allover the land; and as it probably 
would be strong enough to gain a commanding 
influence in your whole party, and who knows 
then where the mischief would stop. Every 
sensible, patriotic man among you would then 
exclaim: ‘‘Oh, if we had not made that effurt 
to win in Obio, it would have been a great deal 
better for us!’’

The Manufacturing Business Already 
Amounts to $2,000,000 Per Annum. 


Increased Encouragement for the Produc- 
tion of Fine Furniture. 


St. Louisis growing rapidly as a furniture 
manufacturing market. It has been buta tew 
years since dealers throughout the West and 
South bought nearly all their stecks from Cin- 
cimnati or cities further east. But where the 
center of the current ef pepula- 
tion is there will be found 
gathering the centers of trade. The movement 
of the world’s population has always been to 
the West. Occasionally a lodgement is found 
in some choice land, and there a temporary 
haltis made. Cities are builtup andidenselsy 
populated, communities are formed, but those 
decay and dissolve intime, snd the Western 
migration continues. Read these 

TWO DISPATCHES 
that came over from England but yesterday: 

LONDON, August 26.—At a meeting of Old- 
ham operative spinners a resolution was pass- 
ed protesting against the proposed reduction 
ot five per cent in their wages, declaring it 
was unjustifiable. Emigration was strongly 
urged as a means of improving their condition. 

LONDON, August 26.—The workingmen of 
Sheffield in a mass meeting last night resolved 
that, considering the prospects ot the trade in 
England, a large emigrution is absolutely nec- 
essary. Another meeting will be held to carry 
the resolution into effect. 

These are the signals of the breaking up 
of the commercial supremacy of 
England, which has existed since 
the death of Van Tromp, two hundred years 
ago. The center of the world’s populationand 
commerce is going to be transferred to Amer- 
ica, and the center of America is tho Missis- 
sippi Valley, whereof st. Louis will ever be the 
proud mistress. 

The manufacture of furniture is a very great 
industry in all civilized countries. It stands 
nextin importance to the makingof clothing 
and food. Men must not only have houses, but 
they must have them prepared tolive in. At 
first all the turniture used in this country, ex- 
cept that of arude description, came from Ene 
gland and France, then New York and Boston 
became the manufacturing centers, but with 
the scarcity or wood and the Western move- 
ment of population, the business was large- 
ly transferred to Cincinnati, where 
itremained up toa very few years ago, when 
tactories began to spring up in Chicago and 
St. Louis. But St. Louis’ will outstrip her 
neighbor on the banks ot Lake Michigan, for 
the varieties of wood usedin the making of 
furniture are 

NEARER TO THIS POINT. 

Not only this, but fuel is 
cheaper in St. Louisthan it is in Chicago, 
whichis an advantage that will always count 
for a great dealin manufacturing. Attention, 
in an article on farm machinery, has already 
been called to the proximity of St. Louis to the 
regions that furnish hard woods. Walnut, 
poplar, oak and ash, which enter so largely 
into the manufacture of furniture, come 
from sections of the country joined directly to 
this city by both railroads and rivers, and the 
raw material is cheaper in St. Louis to-day 
than atany othercityin the United States, so 
that there is nothing needed but capital and 
enterprise to develop the manutacturing trade. 
But the times have been most unfavorable for 
the beginning ot new manufacturing enter- 
prises of any kind, and especially tho-e 
devoted tothe making ot furniture. In all 
the vast range of depression, nothing has gone 
Cown so rapidly and to such alow point as 
furniture. Chairs that sold in 1867 for $26 
per dozen, sold in 1877,ten years later.for $12 
adozen, and thosethat sold ini1867 for $11 
a dozen, sold in 1877 for $4 75 adozen. So with 
other articles. A chamber set that sold for 
$125 in 1867, sold in 1877 for $50. 
Furniture is now cheaper than it was before the 
war. but the wood it is made from is higher. 
But since the war wonderful 


IMPROVEMENTS HAVE BEEN MADE 

in labor-saving machinery, andin no kind of 
business have there been a greater number of 
such improvements than in the manufacture 
of furniture. One man and a boy, 
with the latest improved machinery, 
can now make more chairs in & week than 
eighteen men could have made in 1855. This 
is why, although the raw material is higher 
now than betore the war, the manufactured 
article can be sold cheaper nowthan at that 
time. Owing to the frightfal depression above 
spoken of, many Of the furniture factories of 
the country have been compelled to 
close u or run at no profit. 
No line of business in the country uas suffered 
more, not even excepting the iron trade. But 
asin otherthingsthereis a brighter outlook 
for.the furniture trade. While as yet there has 
been no considerable advance in prices, yet 
they have an upward tendency and a positive 
advanceis expected. The trade at this mo- 
ment isin an active and encouraging condition, 
and a new eratorit may be expected in St. 
Louis. 

Thiscity has long beena prominent point for 
the manufacture of the commoner grades of 
turniture, and the sales for this market have 
run up close to those of any «ther city in the 
country. Asearly as 1855 the chair factories 
of Heller & Hoffman and Conruades & Logeman 
were founded, and both establish- 
ments bave grown until they are 
among the largestin America. Oneof these 
factories alone, that of Heller & Hoffman, 
gives constant employment tofrom one hun- 
dred and fitty totwo hundred men, and sells 
its product to every section of country, from 
the beadwaters of the Mississippi to the Gulf 
of Mexico, and from Indiuna te Vregon. 

The manufacture of 
FINE FURNITURE 
attempted in 
until a few years ago, when 
the factories of Joseph Peters and the 
Mitcbell Furniture Company were putin oper- 
ation. It waS n most unfavorable time for 
such a pioneer effort. Pricés were constantly 
going lower, and this, with the prejudice 
against goods manufactured at home, 
made success almost impossible. Not quite 
ayear ago the Mitchell Furniture Company 
felt compelled toshut down. They did so, and 
offered to lease their extensive establishment, 
but Mr. Mitchell, the neadofthe firm, was in 
tbe city afew days ago, and so encouraging is 
the général outlook, and especially that of St. 
Louis, that he announced his intention of re- 
opening his manufactory in a short time. 

Mr. Joseph vreters has had a hard fight, 
but he bas persisted in his efforts until he is es- 
tablished in a good trade. He now proposés 
to abandon his retail trade altogether, and de- 
vote bimslf entirely to wholesaling, and to 
this end he is just beginning to make extensive 
additions to bis manufacturing  es- 
tablishment. Mr. Peters makes the best 
grades of furniture, andthathe cam compete 
with Chicago, Cincinnati orany other city in 
the country, is shown by the fact that he ob- 


was not St. Louis 


tained the contract last spring for furnishing 


the Hotel Harrow at Lake Minnetonka. Heis 
also now being well patronized by the leading 
retail dealers of the city. 
There are now 
EMPLOYED 

in the furniture manufacturing trate of St. Louts 
about 2,000 men,and the business amounts 
to fully $2,000,000 per annum. If the Mitchell 
Furniture Company should resume, and the 
indications of better prices held good, their 


business forthe coming year will reach $2,- 
500,000. It will be seen then that the furni- 
ture manufacturing trade ot St. Louis is one of 
the prospering industries of the city, and that 
ithasa bright future. There is more new 
country to be settled up around 
St. Leuis than there is 
around any other important city of the coun- 
try. Housesare to be built and furnished, 
and cities and towns are to spring up in a 
night, asit were. Missouri, Kansas, Texts, 
Arkansas and Colorado, as well as the Indian 
Territory, have not one-tenth of the popula- 
tion they can easily support. Who can imag- 
ine the cbange in St. Loutsthat a quarter of a 
century will bring?

The Story of an Illinois Convict’s Torture 
and Death Exploded. 


Last Sunday morning the Republican pub- 
lished a rumor that Andrew Marshall, who was 
sentenced to imprisonment for life for burn- 
ing ahousein which five lives were lost, in 
East St. Louis, committed suicide in the peni- 
tentiary. It stated that Marsnal retused to 
work and was putinto an arrangement called 
the ‘‘pump.’’ His teet were strapped to the 


bottom, and water pumped into the barrel. 
Inside there was another pump, and by work- 
ing this he could discharge the water as fast as 
it iowedin, but he refused to do this until tne 
water became so high that it was impossible for 
the prison attendants to loosen his teet orto stop 
the flow of water betore it covered Marshall, 
who made no effort to save his life. 

State’s Attorney Brockhouse afew days ago 
wrote to the Drison authorities coneerning 
this, and yesterday evening received the fol- 
lowing reply:

The Public Schools Preparing for the 
Opening, Sept. 8.

Vacation Days Rapidly Drawing 
to a Close. 


Some Interesting Facts About the 
Schools, Teachers and Pupils. 


Tne St. Louis public schoois open upon the 
8th of September, and already the teachers 
and pupils are beginning to prepare for the 
work of the coming year. The schools of this 
city enjoy an enviable reputation abroad, and 
the energy with which tne work of the next 
session will be pushed will keep all things up 
to their standard. 

There are ninety-five school houses, which 
are able to accommodate with seats 37 ,580 chil- 
dren; eigbty-two ofthe buildings are owned 
by the board and all are constructed with the 
most modern improvements. The value of the 
real estate and buildings which now belong to 
the city amounts to $2,821,596 72,and the rev- 
enue, while ample, is administered as econ om- 
ically as can be done consistent with efficiency. 

No newrooms willbe opened this year, as 
the former accommodations are sufficient. 

THE TEACHERS. 

The corps ofassistant teachers is composed 
almost entirely of female graduates of the Nor- 
mal. For the lasttbree years there has been 
no examination for assistant ‘cachers, and it 
is not likely that there will be any in the fu- 
ture.On the contrary,the Normal graduates are 
not now always able to find work at once, and 
anumberofthem areon the rolls as substi- 
tutes.This substitute system, however, will be 
abolished this year,and whenever any teacher 
is sick or absent her place will be temporarily 
supplied from the advanced class of under- 
graduates at the Normal. This wiil do away 
with the schools of ovservation which the un- 
Gergraduates visited, and make their experi- 
ences practical. Altogether there are very 
nearly a thousand teachers on the pay-rolls 
of the public schools, 1eceiving salaries vary- 
ing from $400 to $2,600 a year, graded 
closely according to their experience and ca- 
pacity. 

The lowest position is that of athird agsist- 
ant, whois paidtne minumum of $400; this 
sum is increased year by year until it reaches 
$555, which isthe highest paid in the grade; 
the second assistants are paid $450 to $600, 
and the first $500 to $700, 

The assistants are promoted trom grade to 
grade, as they prove their efficiency, 
and these promotions are made 
by the Superintendent and the 
principals. Itis not necessary that a teacher 
should stay any given numberof yearsin a 
grade. They are advanced with the full bene- 
fits ot their ex;erience on the pay roll, that 
is,if ateacber has taught five years in the 
third grade, and is then advanced to the 
second, she will receive the maximum salary, 
not the minimum. 

LADY TEACHERS, 
for grammar school pupils, have been proved 
to,be more useful than gentlemen, and the 
fact stands that in St. Louis the only male 
teachers employed are principals and assist- 
ants in the high schools, 

The examinations for principals are the only 
ones by which outsiders can enter the schools 
asinstructors. Those passing very excellent 
examinations are not made principals, be- 
cause there are no vacancies, 
lower positions, which are usvally accepted, 
as situations in the St. Louis Public Schools 
are tenable for life iftheincumbents do their 
duty. 

Few changes have been made bythe Teachers’ 
Comn.ittee in the past session, 
stand substantially us it did in 1878, afew 
transfers haying been the chiet result of their 
labors, No attempt has yet been made to 
classify the teachers here 
the impression prevails at the Superintend 
ent’s office that a large majority of the instrac- 
tors are St. Louis born, and by far the greater 
number were educated here.

James Reiliey was born in Ireland, but came 
to St. Louis when still young; he entered the 
store of Chouteau, Harrison & Valle, and rapid- 
ly gained the confidence of his em- 
ployers. He went to San Francis- 
eo, where he became cashier for 
the great banking firm of Lucas, Turner & Oo. 
Afterwards be returned to St. Louis and en 
tered into business on his own account, first 
witb Mr. Nicholas Schaeffer, afterwards with 
Mr. M. McEnnis, and finally with Mr. Svellen. 

He has been a Very successfu)] man,not alone 
in accumulating money, but in endearing to 
himself a host of warm personal friends 
who are to-day recalling regi etted incidents of 
a life filled full of charity and guided always 
by honor and religion. 

Mr. Reilley leaves a wife and four children, 
and despite his idea that he was poor, they 
are comfortably provided tor. 

The funeral will take place to-morrow at 2 
o’clock from the late residence of the deceased 
genticman, No. 2627 Locust street.

A Paris correspondent of the London Econo- 
: **I¢ is now almost certain that a fair 


the wheat crop of France this year will be 260,- 
000,000 bushels. Assaming this, which is

The Portland (Oregon) Commercial Reporter 
of the 14th says ot the salmon pack: ‘‘The 
latest and most reliable estimates ot the pack 
on the Columbia Riverg place it from 445,000 
to 452,000 cases. This is ail of 100,000 cases 
more than it should have been, considering the 
~ee7 stagnant and demoralized condition of 
trade in England with more or less the same 
state of affuirs reported in all the leading coun- 
tries in Europe. Were it not for the Eastern 
States’ demand, values would sink to an ex- 
tremely low point. Added to the lurge pack on 
the Columbia River, we are advised of larger 
packing on Puget Sound and also at several 
places on the coast, but Fraser River will be 
short of last year’s pack by about 60,000 cases. 
But these and other canners, together with 
Puget Sound and Sitka, will probably make 
this deficit good, provided the packing 13 as 
large as reported.
